PLEA FOR HELP 

Family appeal as hit-and-run cyclist Sally Edwards comes home in wheelchair

The husband of a hit-and- 
run victim from Leather- 
head has made an 
impassioned plea for in¬ 
formation after his wife 
was left with multiple 
pelvis fractures, a punc¬ 
tured lung, six broken 
ribs and a broken shoul¬ 
der blade. 

Doctors have told Sally 
Edwards she could be 
wheelchair-bound for 
three months after being 
struck by a car while cy¬ 
cling with friends from 
Bike Beans Cycle Cafe. 

Mrs Edwards has now 
returned home after 
spending almost two 
weeks in St George’s Hos¬ 
pital, in Tooting, London. 

A dark blue 4x4 made off 
after crashing into her in 
Tilley Lane, at the junc¬ 
tion with Lee Green Lane 
at around 12.30pm on 
Wednesday, November 25, 
police said. 

Husband Nigel Edwards 
said he was “very, very 
angry and disappointed” 
in the driver, and that the 
couple’s children, Harry, 
16, and Elsa, 13, were 
“very scared and still 
upset for their mum”. 

Mr Edwards said: “The 
car pulled out in front of 
her and she hit the side of 


the car above the wheel- 
arch, which is when the 
doctors think she broke 
her pelvis. 

“Then she went over the 
top of the car - and it was 
a big car - and landed in 
the road on her left side, 
which is when she broke 
everything else, and her 
ribs punctured her lung.” 

She was first taken to 
St Helier Hospital, but the 
severity of her injuries 
meant she was immedi¬ 
ately transferred to 
St George’s. 

She underwent 
surgery last 
week to re-join 
her shoulder 
with a titani¬ 
um plate and 
she may have 
to have anoth¬ 
er surgery to 
re-align her ribs. 

Mrs Edwards 
was on a ride at the 
time with Bike Beans 
Cycle Cafe, where she 
used to work and still 
plays an active role in the 
community. 

Owner Jamie Chisholm, 
who was on the same ride, 
said the cycling communi¬ 
ty were very shaken up 
and totally shocked. 

He described Mrs Ed¬ 
wards as a lovely, bubbly, 
effervescent person who 
was always smiling and 
always full of life. 

Mr Chisholm said: “We 


are in shock. Everyone is 
very sad - and for us it’s 
just utter disbelief some¬ 
one could do this. 

“I would only say one 
word to the person who 
did this: Why?” 

He also criticised the 
police for the delay in 
opening their follow-up 
investigation into the 
identity of the driver. 

However, the police said 
they followed the correct 
procedures. 

Mrs Edwards was hit 
on Wednesday, 
November 25, 
yet officers 
only launch¬ 
ed a media 
appeal a 
full week 
later on 
Wednesday, 
December 2. 
Mr Chisholm 
said: “We have 
had to pressure 
them to look into this, it is 
really bad.” 

Mrs Edwards’ friends 
have also launched a 
Facebook campaign to 
find the driver. 

Surrey Police are ap¬ 
pealing for witnesses to 
come forward.

Disgusted cries of “you 
should be ashamed” greeted 
the council’s decision on 
Tuesday night to consolidate 
the borough’s community 
and social services into a re¬ 
branded Longmead Centre. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion (RA) group voted in 
favour of moving services 
from the Wells Centre in Spa 
Drive, Epsom, to the Long- 
mead Centre in Sefton Road. 

The new so-called Epsom 
Centre would undergo a 
£70,000 refurbishment and 
be rebranded as a centre 


of excellence. 

RA councillors claimed 
Conservative austerity and a 
subsequent need to make sav¬ 
ings guided their hand in 
consolidating services. 

The council’s six present 
Conservative and Labour 
councillors voted against the 
proposal, and tabled a motion 
- which was ultimately de¬ 
feated - to defer the decision 
until after further public 
consultation. 

Play groups and meetings 
of the over-55s club will con¬ 
tinue at the Wells Centre 
until the future of the build¬ 
ing has been decided. 

Council officers will now 
explore the possibilities of 
selling the site to a developer, 
or raising enough money for

housing development. 

Chairman of the strategy 
and resources committee, 
Councillor Neil Dallen said 
amalgamating services was 
the best way to make savings 


after a shortfall in funding 
from central Government of 
around £2.5m by 2019-20. 

He said: “We have always 
intended to continue to have 
a community facility avail¬ 
able for local residents. 

“There will be no loss of 
services.” 

But residents were furious 
at the decision after more 
than 750 people signed a peti¬ 
tion to save the centre. 

Barry Murton of The 
Greenway, Epsom, said: 
“Why was our petition ig¬ 
nored? 

“This was not a good night 
for democracy.” 

Conservative Councillor 
Tina Mountain believes mov¬ 
ing services from the Wells 
Centre would make residents 


even more isolated. 

She asked: “How can this 
political party call itself the 
Residents’ Association when 
it doesn’t care about resi¬ 
dents’ wishes?” 

Labour Councillor of Court 
ward, Vince Romagnuolo 
said Wells Estate residents 
would feel betrayed by a lack 
of consultation. 

RA Councillor Michael 
Arthur reminded outraged 
members of the public 
gallery that consultation 
would continue.

Ballot over 
train strikes 


Almost 400 Southern Rail conductors 
could go on strike, potentially over the 
Christmas period, as a union branded 
staffing levels a disgrace. 

The National Union of Rail, Maritime 
and Transport (RMT) workers claim a 
range of issues have led to the breakdown 
in industrial relations. 

The union also said RMT members had 
been run ragged by chronic staffing 
shortages. 

However, a spokesman for Southern 
Rail refuted there had been a breakdown 
in industrial relations and said it was 
making every effort to resolve the issue 
with the RMT to avoid any unnecessary 
disruption. 

Southern Rail operates services 
through Epsom, Epsom Downs, Tatten- 
ham Corner, Tadworth, Leatherhead, 
Ashtead and Banstead, as well as others 
across Surrey, London, Sussex, Kent and 
Hampshire. 

RMT general secretary, Mick Cash, said 
the staffing shortages on Southern are a 
disgrace. 

The ballot closes on Tuesday, December 
15, and RMT have to give seven days’ no¬ 
tice before industrial action is taken. 

A Southern spokesman said: “We refute 
there has been a breakdown in industrial 
relations. 

“Unfortunately, the RMT believes we 
should meet its demands in full. 

“We are making every effort to resolve 
this issue with the RMT to avoid the un¬ 
necessary disruption should the ballot 
lead to industrial action.”

Alcohol stolen in off-licence ram-raid 


Loose shards of glass hung precari¬ 
ously from the caved-in doors of an 
Ashtead off-licence after a ram-raid 
in the early hours shattered the 
shop’s glass front. 

Champagne, whisky and vodka 
were taken from Hartleys in Crad¬ 
docks Parade, Ashtead, by a thief 
who smashed a car into the front of 
the shop and made off with the bot¬ 
tles. 

The attack on Friday, December 4, 
comes just over a week after another 
shop in the booze chain in Banstead 
suffered the same fate. 

A car crashed through the front 
door of the shop at about 4.30am, de¬ 
stroying the shop front and leaving 
shards of glass littering the floor. 

Another Hartleys store in High 
Street, Banstead, was burgled at 
about 4.45am on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 23 by a thief who stole a £60,000 
Porsche Cayenne, smashed the car 
through the front door, and made 
off with a few bottles of cham¬ 
pagne. 

The manager Andy Farrington, 25, 
from Tadworth said he arrived at the 
off-licence at about 5.25am to find 
the front door caved in, loose shards 
of glass hanging precariously from 
the shop front’s upper windows, and 
the main windows shattered. 

He said: “I’m absolutely gutted. 
Even when it isn’t your shop, you 
take pride in it because you’re 


running it, and you feel like it’s 
yours. You make of it what you can, 
and you treat it as your own.” 

Mr Farrington said he had not had 
a chance to count how much had 
been taken because of a forensic 


investigation taking place. 

However, he said he believed only 
relatively cheap bottles of cham¬ 
pagne, whisky, and vodka were 
taken, and that more expensive 
cases of wine were untouched.

Being Served? actor Nicholas 
Smith has died, aged 81.

“It is with great sadness we 
can confirm that our client, 
the actor Nicholas Smith, 
passed away yesterday. 

“He was a lovely man and a 
terrific actor. He will be 
much missed by all who 
knew him. 

“Our thoughts are with his 
family.” 

His daughter is actress 
Catherine Russell, who plays 
Serena Campbell in Holby 
City. 

Mr Smith was born in 
Banstead on March 5,1934. 

His other TV roles included 
parts in Doctor Who, The 
Frost Report, The Saint, The 
Avengers, Z Cars and more 
recently in Last of the Sum¬ 
mer Wine.

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Man pleads guilty to 
brutal street attack

A man has admitted a brutal at¬ 
tack on a young man in Surbiton 
town centre last year. 

Alan Banks, 27, pleaded guilty 
to attacking a young man in what 
was initially said to be a homo- 
phobic attack, which left the vic¬ 
tim with horrendous facial 
injuries on Halloween last year. 

Retail worker Robbie Kings- 
ford, who was 21 at the time, was 
attacked outside RFC in 
Brighton Road, Surbiton, as he 
was walking with a friend during 
the early hours of November 1. 

The attack left Mr Kingsford 
with two black eyes, bruises to 
the face and severe cuts. 

Banks, of Kinross Avenue, 
changed his plea to guilty to one 
count of actual bodily harm on 
Tuesday. One count of exposure 
against Banks was dropped by 
the prosecution team. 

Samuel Light, 27, of Thames 
Ditton, was due to stand trial 
this week on one count of ABH, 
but the case was dropped last 
Tuesday because of a lack of 
evidence. 

In one photo on his Facebook 
page uploaded in May 2014 
Banks, pictured inset, a former 
Hinchley Wood Secondary 
School pupil, posed with pink 
face paint on a train with Samuel 
Light. 

After the attack police ap¬ 
pealed for information about two 
white men dressed in pink tutus 
and the attack was said to be

homopho¬ 
bic, but no 
charges relat¬ 
ing to homo¬ 
phobia were 
ever brought. 

Following the attack Brian 
Kingsford, Robbie’s father, set up 
Facebook group Red Alert to 


trace wanted criminals. 

Since launching the page about 
16,000 members have joined the 
group and has expanded to in¬ 
clude wider parts of the UK. 

Banks is due to appear at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Wednesday, January 6, for 
sentencing. 


Battle of the boroughs over rail rezoning 


Kingston and Surbiton face a bat¬ 
tle with neighbouring borough 
Epsom to see its two train stations 
rezoned. 

MP for Kingston and Surbiton 
James Berry has been lobbying in 
Parliament to change Surbiton 
and Kingston stations from zone 6 
to zone 5, a move that could save 
commuters £156 a year. 

But fellow Conservative MP 
Chris Grayling has started a simi¬ 
lar campaign in his constituency, 
hoping to get the Oyster card into 
town and move Epsom station 
into London’s zone six. Currently 
Epsom is not in a London zone. 

Mr Berry said: “There’s quite a 
few [MPs] going for it and if one 
gets it, the case for giving it to the 
other boroughs strengthens. 

“I think that’s one of the things 
that will make it difficult with the 
budget and I assume that’s the 
Government’s worry. 

“But I think our case is better 
than the others.” 

The Kingston rezoning cam¬ 
paign, which was first proposed 
almost a decade ago by Liberal 
Democrat predecessor Ed Davey, 
now aims to see stations rezoned 
by 2017, when the new South 
West Trains contract is renegoti¬ 
ated. 

But with a limited budget sur¬ 
rounding rezoning, Mr Berry 
has admitted his biggest hurdle 
would be working out how to 
pay the train company the 
annual £6m loss if the stations

are reclassified. 

In comparison, Mr Grayling’s 
campaign to get Epsom rezoned 
in line with Epsom Downs and 
Tattenham Corner, already in 
zone 6, is estimated to cost less 
and in the region of £lm. 

But Mr Grayling’s campaign 
has seen a similarly exhaustive 
struggle, with Epsom station orig¬ 
inally set to move into a zone to 
get Oyster cards in September 
2015 before this was indefinitely 
delayed. 

Mr Grayling called it “ridicu¬ 
lous” Epsom Downs and Tatten¬ 
ham Corner stations are already 
in zone 6, but Epsom itself is not, 
adding “it’s something we need to 
get changed”. 

Mr Grayling said: “At this point 
we just want to get Oyster cards at 


Epsom station. 

“It’s very frustrating, especially 
as a few other Surrey stations 
have since been included in the 
Oyster system. 

“After getting Oyster, then be¬ 
coming part of zone 6 wouldn’t be 
cheap - it would cost about £lm. 

“But zone 6 is definitely the 
goal.” 

He also plans to use the renego¬ 
tiation of the South West Trains 
contract to state his case. 

Mr Grayling added: “South 
West Trains is now drawing up a 
new franchise agreement, and 
one thing we can do is tell it 
what changes in rail services 
we’d like to see over the next 
contract. 

“There are a lot of MPs cam¬ 
paigning to get rezoned. Other 
MPs are talking to transport min¬ 
isters, as I am, and obviously 
there is a finite budget for these 
things. 

“I’d say there’s friendly compe¬ 
tition in Westminster between 
myself and other MPs, like James 
Berry.” 

Last month, Mr Davey said the 
treasury had blocked his efforts 
in getting Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton rezoned as a “political 
measure”, but said Kingston’s 
new Tory MP would have no 
trouble securing the deal for the 
borough. 

He had added: “It would be abso¬ 
lutely astonishing if he can’t pull 
it off.”

A partially-sighted Epsom 
woman with epilepsy and a 
learning difficulty has con¬ 
demned Surrey County 
Council (SCC) after discover¬ 
ing her care is not being fully 
paid for, effectively forcing 
her to cut the number of ho¬ 
urs of support she receives. 

Three-and-a-half years ago, 
Yola Mugridge, 49, was 
assigned 24 hours a 
week of support from 
County Care - to be 
paid for by the council 
after an assessment. 


While County Care, an in¬ 
dependent company, charges 
at a rate of £17.80, SCC has 
been paying the Mugridges 
£16 an hour, meaning Mrs 
Mugridge loses on average 
two to three hours a week. 

Mrs Mugridge said: “I am 
angry and frustrated. 

“I am missing out on life -1 
am losing hours of cover care 
that the council have 
said I am entitled 
to. 

“I just want to 
know where , 
stand, I 
want a 




bit of consistency. 

“Some nights I will get four 
hours with a carer and oth¬ 
ers it will be less than two or 
none at all.” 

Her husband, Peter Mu¬ 
gridge, only noticed the error 
when he analysed his bank 
statements in September. 

The council has only just 
offered to ensure it is billed 
at £16 after 10 weeks of 
wrangling. 

The offer includes reduced 
flexibility for support, the 
Mugridges claimed. 

Mrs Mugridge’s learning 
difficulty relates to her 
short-term memory and her 
mental “processing speed”. 

Mr Mugridge also claimed 
- the council’s offer of re- 
suming at the

He said: “Well, this offer is 
about as welcome as a fox in 
a rare bird sanctuary.” 

Mr Mugridge said SCC clai¬ 
med County Care had agreed 
to charge £16 an hour as part 
of a “framework agreement”. 

But in an email to Mr Mu¬ 
gridge, an unnamed county 
council employee said this 
was not the case. 

An SCC spokesman said: 
“Direct payments are all 
about giving people the inde¬ 
pendence to choose the 
services they want and how 
much they want to pay for 
them. We give people funding 
based on how much appro¬ 
priate services should cost, 
but we are always willing to 
provide support to people 
looking for care.”

Borough faces big 
shortage in housing 
for older people 



A recent study by international consultants on 
housing Jones Lang LaSalle has revealed that 
Epsom and Ewell Borough are projected to 
face a large shortfall in housing for the elderly; 
specifically the kind of housing that is referred 
to as Extra Care. 



Extra care communities are the wave 
of the future and are often referred 
to as Assisted Living by private 
developers who are specializing 
in communities which are more 
than often marketed to the more 
affluent. These communities provide 
independent living in fully equipped 
flats designed for the needs of older 
people but with access to on site 
facilities and services that range 
from full restaurants, small shops and 
beauty salons, to activity rooms and 
wellness centers, and on site care 
services as and when needed. 

Jones Lang LaSalle has assessed that 
the borough presently has a need for

400 such flats and that need will grow 
rapidly due to the borough’s ageing 
population. Currently only 15 are 
available and 49 more are planned. 
The Borough of Epsom and Ewell is 
due to consider an application for 
such a community from Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield shortly. After an 
exhaustive search for a site Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield, a local charity run by 
volunteers providing housing for older 
people that has been operating in 
Epsom and Ewell for over thirty years, 
wants to build a community on part 
of the former Old Salesians playing 
fields close to Ewell Village whilst 
improving the remainder of the site 
for sports use. 23 of the flats in the 
60 flat facility are to be available 
as Affordable Units to residents 
nominated by Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council 

The fields, used primarily by out of 
Borough sports teams until the site’s 
closure in September 2014 are being 
sold by the Salesians of Don Bosco, 
a Catholic charity, so that they can 
build new facilities for a school that 
they are developing for less privileged 
children in inner London. 


The application, which also involves 
Epsom Sports Club investing over 
£1 million in improved year round 
sports facilities and increasing local 
sports use, has met with opposition 
from a group of former users of the 
field - led by the former Headteacher 
of Ewell Castle School, Andrew 
Tibbie. Opponents have accused the 
owners of overlooking the needs of 
future generations and are planning 
to present a petition, currently 
supported by 450 signatories, most 
from London and further afield. 

A spokesman for the Salesians said 
“We believe that we as owners, have 
a responsibility for all generations 
including those currently living, 
particularly those with a social need, 
whatever their age. It is for this very 
reason that we are fully supportive 
of the Nonsuch Abbeyfield planning 
application. The scheme’s opponents 
are misguided in seeking to prevent 
this, since they are a pressure group 
and not in a position to deliver 
their alternative proposals. Should 
Abbeyfield’s planning application be 
refused it is far from clear that a 
fallow field, or perhaps some later 
development, is of greater benefit 
to the residents of Ewell village than 
the present proposed development. ” 

A spokesman for Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield said - 

“We are pleased with the support 
that we have received for our 
application. Of 278 local people who

have commented on the application, 
84% are local supporters’. Our 
plan uses 22% of the land for this 
essential community and retains 
78% for much improved sports fields 
and pavilion. We believe that this 
land should be used for the benefit 
of the whole community and 
hope that Councillors will agree 
with us. 

Our aim is to improve the community 
by offering housing and care to those 
who have very limited choice at 
present, and often face isolation 
and hardship. 

We are also happy to offer legally 
binding commitments that the 
improved sports fields will be 
retained for sports use in perpetuity 
and are pleased that Epsom Sports 
Club, who have an outstanding record 
of promoting sport in the community, 
are partnering with us. 

Some opponents say there are 
numerous sites available and we 
have searched extensively but the 
argument that there are better sites 
available is a myth. 

We are grateful for the support we 
have received from Surrey County 
Council, local NHS Commissioners, 

18 local doctors, Age UK, Grove 
Primary School and numerous 
concerned local residents. Our facility 
will offer a new life to older people 
who currently have limited choice 
and face an uncertain future”

to a total of £194,700 
with the addition

Williams’ war 
medals, per¬ 
sonal docu¬ 
ments and 
Rolex Chrono¬ 
graph were sold 
at Bourne End Auc 
tion Rooms, in Buck¬ 
inghamshire, to a private 
buyer who wishes to remain 
anonymous on Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 2. 

Flight Lieutenant John Francis 
Williams - known as Jack - was 
the 67th Allied officer to escape 
through tunnel Harry during the 
Great Escape on a bitterly cold 
night in March 1944. 

He was later executed along¬ 
side 49 other escapees by the 
Gestapo on Hitler’s direct 



orders following the discovery 
of the breakout from Stalag Luft 
III in Zagan, Poland. 

Martyn Perrin, watch consul¬ 
tant at the auction rooms, be¬ 
lieved the lot might fetch 
between £75,000 and £80,000. 

He said: “It has taken most of 
the day for it to settle in. 

“It was a conservative estimate 
to begin with, but I believe it 
might be a world record for this 
model. 

“Only 200 were made, 
and were only made 
for a few years in 
the 1940s.” 

Bids flooded in 
from as far as 
afield as 
Switzerland,

Mr Perrin said: “There 
was eager bidding in the 
room, as well as on the phones 
and the internet. 

“It generated a lot of interest.” 
Mr Perrin said the mysterious 
buyer and the vendor were both 
“thrilled”, and described the sale 
as a “win-win situation”. 

He said: “The buyer was a pri¬ 
vate female collector who col¬ 
lects items associated with 
individual heroic deeds. 



“She wants to remain private, 
but she is well-known, is deter¬ 
mined to keep the collection to¬ 
gether, and I can confirm it is 
remaining in the UK. 

“It was a difficult dilemma for 
the vendor to sell the watch and 
the other related items, but at a 
time when his children are all at 
university, it will be of great ben¬ 
efit to them.”

Clarifying learning disability 


Over recent weeks the Epsom 
Guardian has described the Sun- 
nybank Trust as a mental health 
organisation. I would, therefore, 
like to clarify the nature of our 
work, who we support and why 
we do it.

Learning disabilities often get 
confused with mental health 
problems. Mental health can af¬ 
fect anyone at any time and may 


be overcome with treatment, 
which is not true of learning 
disability. 

A learning disability is lifelong 
and is described as a reduced in¬ 
tellectual ability and difficulty 
with everyday tasks. It means 
that you tend to take longer to 
learn and may need support to 
understand information and to 
socialise with people. For many 
people with learning disabilities, 
life is extremely isolating and 


many also suffer from mental 
health problems. 

For some people with more 
complex learning disabilities, the 
world can seem an extremely 
alienating place. 

We believe that with the right 
support, people with learning 
disabilities can still lead indepen¬ 
dent and fulfilling lives. 

Throughout 2016 we will be 
launching a new campaign high¬ 
lighting the loneliness that many 


people face. We ask every reader 
to think about the people they 
may know who have learning dis¬ 
abilities and what changes could 
be made for that person to be en¬ 
abled to live a more fulfilling life.

Electoral reforms will encourage more voting 


Further to your article on elec¬ 
toral reform, the more important 
issue underpinning such reform 
is that the public have become ut¬ 
terly disengaged from expressing 
a view when it comes to local 
elections. 

When it comes to general elec¬ 
tions, we can expect about two- 
thirds to vote, but when it comes 
to local elections it is about one- 
third on average. It is the two- 
thirds who simply do not care or 
cannot be bothered that is of 
greatest concern and yet what 
happens on our very doorstep is 


hugely affected by whichever 
party is in control of either the 
borough or county council. 

There is nothing more guaran¬ 
teed to generate voting interest 
than an issue close by that could 
have huge repercussions - plan¬ 
ning applications are notorious. 
Local politicians cannot invent 
them just because an election is 
looming. Some parties do try 
techniques like this, but they can 
seriously mislead the public, 
which is not right either. 

It does not suit the Conserva¬ 
tives to change our first-past-the- 


post system, but change it must. 

There are too many places 
around the world that are very 
troubled in governance because 
their politicians do not carry 
majority support of those they 
represent. 

I am no expert in what the op¬ 
tions are at the present time, if 
any. But with so many people 
now banking online, there surely 
must be a way to iron out the 
problems associated with elec¬ 
tronic voting? Postal voting 
seems to have moved past its 
original problems. Could a case 


be made for a longer voting peri¬ 
od without the need for expen¬ 
sive and resource-hungry polling 
stations? It was even suggested to 
me that a prize could be given to 
someone, picked at random, from 
those who vote. 

I, for one, would feel much 
happier winning or losing in a 
local election if a majority of 
the electorate had expressed a 
clear preference as to whom 
they wished to represent them 
in Government.

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CHAINREACTION 

The term gazundering can often send a shiver down the spine of any seller 
looking to complete the sale of their new home. Jonathan Detheridge 
explains what this term means and its potential impact on the sellingjfljccess. 


Gazundering is a term for a modern 
phenomenon that refers to the action 
of a buyer who lowers their offer on a 
previously agreed sale price, just prior to 
the contract being signed. In some cases 
this isn't through the buyer's choice - 
they could be reacting to an event in 
the chain, or findings in the survey. 

At a time of low buyer demand or 
when a sale simply has to complete - for 
example, if there is a long chain or time 
is of the essence - then a seller may be 
forced to accept the lower price or risk 
the collapse of the entire chain. Such 
behaviour can trigger a chain reaction 
because a seller who has been forced 
into a corner with a lower price may 
then look to reduce their offer on a 
potential acquisition. 

Here are some tips as to what can 
be done to mitigate the effect of 
gazundering and all that it entails: 

Set the exchange date for contracts - 
expedite the deal to try to overcome 
any doubt or change of mind by the 
buyer. 

Push your buyer to have their survey 
completed quickly -sometimes lenders 
have large backlogs, so if a sale is chain 


critical, this may mean that they need to 
change the lender they were planning 
to use. 

Be realistic - do not be overoptimistic 
about your sale price and be wary of a 
buyer whose story doesn't stack-up. 
Don't get caught out by the buyer who 
offers over the asking price to secure a 
sale, who may then start chipping down 
the price as the exchange date looms. In 
most instances a buyer will also be rely¬ 
ing on a lender's survey and they may 
down-value the property if they feel it is 
over-priced. 

Be transparent - ensure that there 
are no shocks in the buyer's surveybe- 
cause any large repairs can scare a 
buyer or provide them with the oppor¬ 
tunity to significantly lower their offer. 
Ask your estate agent to take a look 
around your house to see if they spot 
any problems that a surveyor may pick 
up, and get them repaired before you 
put your house on the market. 

Choose your estate agent carefully - 
a well trained and reputable estate 
agent will do all they can to ensure that 
the sale goes through and will be famil¬ 
iar with aggressive behaviour from buy¬ 


ers. They will be the experts that man¬ 
age the process. 

Prevent delays - hold ups between 
the solicitors of both parties can give 
the buyer wriggle room to change their 
offer. Ensure that you have promptly 
provided all the information that your 
solicitor needs and that it gets to your 
buyer ASAP. 

Thankfully gazundering is rare, and in 
most instances buyers do not do it vin¬ 
dictively, but whatever the scenario it 
can be distressing and can often see 
deals collapse. 

Mr Detheridge recommends that ven¬ 
dors always try and pre-empt the survey 
and either have work done prior to list¬ 
ing, or, if you're selling a property at a 
reduced price because it requires work, 
be upfront about it. 

Favourites for surveyors to pick up on 
are things such as damp proofing, chim¬ 
ney pointing and wiring. 

Always try and get the survey done 
quickly so you can head-off anything 
that is raised.

Barnard Marcus in Ewell is 
urging sellers who wish to 
move in early 2016 not to 
delay marketing their 
properties until the New Year.

hristmas is the time of year for big family 
television events and this year ITV is 
bringing the story of Peter Pan back to our 
H*Hscreens. 

Peter and Wendy airs at 8pm on Boxing Day and 
stars Oscar nominated actor Stanley Tucci, who lives 
in Barnes, as Captain Hook. 

This version is written by Adrian Hodges, the Bafta 
winning writer of My Week with Marilyn, and includes 
all of the magical adventure of JM Barrie's tale of the 
boy who never grew up but expertly weaves it into 
the story of a teenage girl undergoing life-saving 
surgery at Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

Speaking after a preview screening at BFI South- 
bank, Hodges said: "I felt we have got to do some¬ 
thing different because in the theatre it still works 
triumphantly in its traditional version but I felt that 
movies, TV needed something different." 

For Hodges, his version only amplifies the emo¬ 
tional punch already in the text - among Barrie's in¬ 
spiration were the tales he told his mother to ease 
the grief of his elder brother David's death. 

He said: "Kids love it because of the adventure and 
the flying and everything we would expect but I've 
seen grown-ups in tears. 

"It is this extraordinary ability that Barrie had to be 
both very funny at times, very dry, very drole and 
also to put his finger on something extraordinarily 
sad about our passage through life." 

The hospital setting also chimes with Barrie's life - 
the author left the rights to his creation to Great Or¬ 
mond Street - and that was one of the things that 
attracted Tucci, who not only plays Hook but sur¬ 
geon Mr Wylie and Mr Darling. 

He said: "That was one of the attractions to me. I 
loved the idea of switching between the three - in 
Barrie's story there's two - realities. 

"There's a third reality at the hospital. I did not 
shoot at the hospital myself but I love that aspect of 
it and I thought it brought an even greater gravitas 
to the piece. It is a dark piece, there is a sadness to it 
and yet there's a hopefulness to it too." 

The Lovely Bones star Tucci, 55, also clearly rel¬ 
ished the chance to be the dastardly Captain Hook. 

His larger than life portrayal was described by ITV's 
director of drama Steve November as 'undoubtedly 
the best Hook ever'. 

Tucci said: "Any actor who says they don't want to 
play Captain Hook is lying to you. It is a great role be¬ 
cause it is so complex because he is obsessed with 
his mother. 

"He is a child and yet he is the most ruthless per¬ 
son on earth. He is a child's nightmare, but in a very 
exciting way too. The child wants to be confronted by 
Captain Hook yet it is the thing he or she fears most. 
What greater role to play?" 

Peter and Wendy is on ITV at 8pm on Boxing Day.
